The uncontested campaign of local Re- 


publicans seeking reelection to Palatine's 
Village Board goes into the final stretch 
this weekend with little doubt of a sweep- 
ing victoty 


But all five candidates maintain they 


have carried on a strong campaign this 
year, even though they are unopposed in 
ing victory 


Their campaign primarily has been 


based on having the oppor.unity to inform 
local residents of current and future activ- 
ities of the village board. 


For the past few weeks, the local GOP 


candidates have been participating in in- 
formal workshops held in homes through- 
out the area, designed by the township Re- 
publican Organization, to give people a 
chance to personally meet the candidates. 


"I'VE STILL BEEN campaigning just 
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to get to know the people and give them 
the chance to know me," explained Terry 
Leighty who was appointed to an unex- 
pired term in January. 


Another recent appointee is Village 


Clerk Mrs. Louise Jones, given the posi- 
tion of clerk when Mrs. Marie Hard re- 
sigwr! ;n February. She's seeking her first 
four-jsar term on the board. 


Other incumbent candidates include Vil- 


lage Pres. John Moodie and Trustees John 
Hughes and Wendell Jones. 


To Moodie, there's no opposition to the 


incumbents ir Tuesday's election because 
"we have produced a very efficient, ca- 
pable and honest administration." 


The election two years ago was the first 


time local Republicans offered a slate of 
candidates. They all were elected. 


Vote for Trustee 


On Saturday, Palatine Township voters 


will be asked to elect one of two candi- 
dates to a six-year term as school trustee. 


Often confused with election to the 


school boards of Elementary Dist. 15 and 
High School Dist. 211, a trustee does not 
take part in school board-making policy, 
nor does he sit on the seven-member 
board of education. 


There are three school trustees in the 


township whose primary function is to 
hold title to land owned by a school dis- 
trict 


In addition, they are charged with the 


responsibility of selecting a secretary- 
treasurer who in turn is responsible for all 
funds of a school district 


However, neither the treasurer nor school 
trustees participate in the decision-making 
of how the funds will be spent. 


THE TRREASL'RER signs all checks as 


they are presented to him by the school 
board 


Investment of school funds is done in 


the treasurer's name, although district of- 
ficials usually decide when and how much 
money to invest. 


Township trustees do have the power to 


designate which banks will handle school 
district funds. Currently, both Dist. 15 and 
Dist. 211 revenue is handled by several 
financial institutions including large Chi- 
cago banks, Palatine National Bank, and 
the First Bank and Trust Co. of Palatine. 


Seeking the only vacant 
position 
as 


school trustee are two Palatine residents, 
Michael Reese and William Heise Jr. 


THE OTHER TRUSTEES currently 


serving are Waiter Vartanian who was 
elected in 1967, and Donald Winter whose 
term will expire in 1971. 


In Illinois, township school trustees are 


only required in Cook County. Other coun- 
ties empower local school boards to desig- 
nate a treasurer to handle the funds or 
allow a school board member to be named 
as treasurer with no salary.

Two tax-raise questions will face voters 


Saturday as part of a three-pronged refer- 
endum called by High School Dist. 214. 


The school district operates six high 


schools and will seek authority Saturday 
to build a seventh school in Rolling Mead- 
ows. It will ask voters to approve an in- 
crease in the tax rate ceilings on both the 
educational and build/g bond funds. 


There will be two separate questions. 


One asks permission to raise the educa- 
tional tax rate ceiling 21 cents above the 
present $1,38 level. The other question 
asks permission to raise the building 
maintenance tax ceiling, now at 25 cents 
by 12% cents. 


THE TAX HIKES were strongly en- 


dorsed earlier this year by a Dist. 214 lay 
citizens committee that spent many hours 
reviewing the high school district's finan- 
cial picture.

depend on the inflationary spiral, how 
much additional state aid comes through 
and how high the high school district must 
raise teachers' salaries in order to stay 
competitive in the suburban hiring mar- 
ket. 


They bcth point out, however, that it 


took the school board five years to lap the 
full 21-cent tax raise voted by Dist. 214 in 
1964-65. 


The Citizens Committee subgroup study- 


ing the district finances urged the school 
board to seek the additional taxing author- 
ity after reviewing business office projec- 
tions which show that by 1970-71 the dis- 
trict will be operating "in the red" if addi- 
tional income is not available.

Ford Motor Co. is seeking rezoning on 


the far north side of Arlington Heights to 
construct a large dealership, the second 
Ford operation in Arlington Heights. 


The project, on a 13 acre slice of proper- 


ty on the northern edge of the Arlington 
Industrial Park, is located on the south 
side of Dundee Road about half a mile 
Unearth 
Giant

A massive tooth recently unearthed in 


Alva, Fla., by an Arlington Heights man 
and two companions is at least several 
million years old. Nick Lattof, owner of 
Lattof Motor Sales, Arlington Heights, 
who also owns Lattof Groves in Alva, said 
that he plans to donate the mastodon tooth 
to the geology departmen of the Univer- 
sity of Florida 


He and Gus Bongfeldt, retired minister 


from Chystal Lake and now manager of 
the groves, and James Witt, caretaker, 
were supervising the deepening of drain- 
age canals to the Caloosahatchee River 
when they discovered the fossil. 


WEIGHING ABOUT two pounds and 


measuring 11 inches from the root tip to 
the 6-inch wide crown, the tooth was iden- 
tified by E. A. Kulakowski, geology pro- 
fessor at nearby Edison Junior College, as 
a mastodon tooth between 7 and 20 million 
years old, dating between the Miocene and 
Pliocene periods. His findings were con- 
firmed by Field Museum experts. 


The finding sparked subsequent surface 


diggings by students from Edison Junior 
College and the University of Florida. Ar- 
madillo plates and bone fragments from 
the Pliocene period were also found at the 
site.

what kind you would vote for. 
Weber: The city is currently governed 


by federal and state open housing laws 
and up to the present time they have been 
adequate. The Rolling Meadows Human 
Relations Commission, I am sure, would 
determine if there is a need for additional 
legislation. Should there be a need as a 
result of substantial inequities not covered 
by existing laws, I would consider the 
commission's recommendations for addi- 
tional laws. 


Dumke: The federal government has 


passed legislation on open housing. We are 
all obligated to uphold this law. I can see 
no advantage at this time to bring forth 
any ordinance on open housing. 


Donahoe: I firmly believe too many 


people speak from both sides of their 
mouth on this issue. If I am elected I will 
then give my answer and vote with a 
clear conscience. 


—Building in Rolling Meadows will 


eventually taper off and building fees 
will decrease. In what ways can the city 
maintain a solid economic picture? 
Weber: Building fees will not decrease 


for some time, jn fact, they will increase 
for the next two fiscal years. When they 
do decline, several sources of revenue will 
supplant this loss without necessarily in- 
creasing the city's tax base, which was 
lowered last year and will again be re- 
duced this year. Increased revenues from 
sales taxes derived from greater sales vol- 
ume, an increase in Rolling Meadows as- 
sessed valuation, an increase in motor 
fuel tax funds and even, perhaps, a share 
of the proposed state income tax will 
more than offset any reduction in building 
fees. 


Dumke: I don't feel a city should have 


been counting on building permit fees to 
maintain a solid economic base in the first 
place. Especially building permit fees for 
apartments, we should have been looking 
for more commercial development and 
light industrial or research and devel- 
opment centers. We are ideally located for 
this type of industry with a tollway and a 
future 
interstate 
freeway 
intersecting 


right in our city. 


We should also expound on our attrac- 


tive location for office type buildings and 
regional service centers for large corpo- 
rations. With the advent of Interstate 90 
and our accessibility 
to Chicago and 


O'Hare Field, we could also seek regional 
storage and terminal facilities. This would 
not require the work force of heavy manu- 
facturing. 


Donahoe: By enticing large shopping 


plazas, especially with large department 
stores which are sadly lacking in our city. 
Might I point out what Randhurst has 
done for the economy of Mount Prospect? 
Where was our long range planning five 
years ago? 


—What can the city do to improve the 


climate for commerce and industry? 
Weber: The business climate of com- 


merce and industry in the city is not a 
serious problem. I would, however, recom- 
mend a closer liaison with both groups 
and the city toward their expansion in the 
city, as well as the development of pro- 
grams that would urge citizens to support 
Rolling Meadows commerce and industry. 


Dumke: I feel a commission or com- 


mittee should be created to contact desir- 
able commerce and industry, and try and 
sell our city as a very good area for them 
to locate. If professional assistance is re- 
quired I feel this expenditure by the city 
would be well worth our while. With this 
committee w« could develop 
a com- 


prehensive plan to show commerce and 
industry the availability of land and the 
accessibility we have to this land. Without 
a comprehensive 
plan, development of 


commerce and industry will be piece-meal 
and ineffective. 


Donahoe: Offer a substantial tax saving 


to commerce and industry set up on a five 
year plan. Or, after this five year low tax 
base period, they then would carry their 
full share of the load, I would be very 
happy to elaborate in more detail upon 
being elected.

In short, it seems obvious that Mr. Mur- 


nane has decided to support this candidate 
without finding out how often his alleged 
charges have been discussed and an- 
swered publicly and without investigating 
these charges himself. If he had done his 
homework, it would have brought him to 
me, William Fremd, the other members of 
the board, and the administration where 
there is plenty of information and facts 
available which would show Mr. Murnane 
just what these charges are; namely, un- 
founded opinions designed to scare the 
voters into electing him, no matter how 
much damage he does to Dist. 211. 


MR. MURNANE'S article also contains 


certain inaccuracies which should also be 
set straight. First, Mrs. Mullins, as a for- 
mer reporter, has attended many board 
meetings of Dist. 211 over a four year pe- 
riod; not several as Mr. Murnane reports. 


Secondly, he makes reference to this 


candidate's charge that the site for the 
new Schaumburg high school, planned for 
opening in Fall, 1970, was unbuildable and 
therefore the district had to "purchase" 
another site. THIS 
IS ABSOLUTELY 


FALSE. In 1959, when I was not a mem- 
ber of the board, the school district pur- 
chased a 40 acre site in Schaumburg 
which would support a two-story high 
school, similar to Fremd High School and 
Conanl High School, for approximately 
$800 per acre. There are many pockets of 
peat in both townships and some on this 
property, which the board knew about, but 
borings indicated it was not enough to pre- 
vent the construction of such a two-story 
structure. 


Later, when the population explosion 


pointed to a need for a three-story high 
school, and its location on the site would 
be such as to interfere with the proper 
development of the site, the desire to 
change sites presented itself and, without 
spending a penny, or losing a day in our 
construction timetable, we made a trade 
with Campanelli Bros, of Illinois for an- 
other 40-acre site nearby, which borings 
show will support the three-story school 
we have planned and designed and in a 
location most beneficial to the proper de- 
velopment of the site. 


Meadows Holds 'Key* Vote

If High School Dist. 214's referendum 


Saturday is successful, school officials will 
have Rolling Meadows residents — among 
many others, of course — to thank. 


Naturally, all education-minded resi- 


dents of the district are encouraging a yes 
vote in the referendum, but the ground- 
swell of support that has been building up 
in Rolling Meadows in the past two weeks 
may well insure the referendum's pas- 
sage. 


THERE ARE several reasons for the ra- 


pidly growing support in the city. Obvious- 
ly, residents of Rolling Meadows are con- 
cerned with insuring the best possible edu- 
cation for all students in the district. 


But more important to Rolling Meadows 


right now is the fact that the city's first 
public high school depends on the vote of 
the people. 


Rolling Meadows residents have an in- 


tense community pride, bordering 
on 


jealousy or even isolationism, and the new 
high school will give the city a boost it 
has not been able to get by having its 
students travel to Arlington Heights or 
Palatine to school. 


Chief supporters of the referendum have 


been two prominent city leaders: Aid. 
Thomas Waldron and Billy K. McMinn, a 
local businessman and chamber of com- 
merce official. 


WALDRON, WHO IS in the unenviable 


position of trying to campaign for re-elec- 
tion and also to convince the city that ev- 
ery voter must vote and vote yes, headed 
the Dist. 214 citizens committees that rec-

ommended the site in Rolling Meadows. 


McMinn served on Waldron's committee 


and is currently seeking election to the 
Dist 214 board. 


Both have worked tirelessly to get sup- 


port for the referendum. 


Other organizations and leaders have 


joined the McMinn-Waldron bandwagon 
too. 


The community chest, the Junior Wom- 


an's Club, and even the Jaycee-ettes, 
wives of local Jaycees who said they 
"never become involved in political mat- 
ters" have publicly endorsed the referen- 
dum and are working for its passage. 


LEADERS, RANGING from the 
fire 


chief to the librarian to the park district 
president have issued public statements in 
support of the referendum, mostly be- 
cause of the value of having the new high 
school in Rolling Meadows. 


But the tax rate increases are also sup- 


ported by the Rolling Meadows people. 


"I don't particularly like tax increases 


— no one does — but I realize they are 
necessary," said Fire Chief Thomas Fo- 
garty. 


Having a new high school will "draw 


the community closer together," predicted 
Librarian Virginia Connell. 


Assuming the referendum passes Satur- 


day, and Rolling Meadows residents will 
be responsible, in part, for the success 
Dist. 214 might want to consider two steps 
at some time in the near future. 


First, the district could follow its past 


record of naming new schools for the town 
they are in. The support and drive that 
Rolling Meadows residents are producing 
on behalf of the referendum would be 
much more meaningful if the new school 
would bear the city's name when its doors 
swing open. 


SECONDLY, THE district could support 


attempts by Rolling Meadows to have the 
entire city included in Dist. 214. 


Right now, the far western portion of 


the city lies in Dist 211 and students in 
that area are bused to Fremd High 
School in Palatine. 


Residents of the area petitioned for an- 


nexation to Dist. 214 a number of years 
ago but the court turned them down, in- 
dicating that the petition would have a 
better chance for success if there was a 
school in the community 


That school is just around the corner 


now, 
and Rolling Meadows — all of it — 


should have the opportunity to attend. 


Again, Mr. Murnane repeats the ug'y 


charge that a former board member rec- 
ommended an architectural firm to the 
board and then resigned and joined the 
firm. This, again, is absolutely false. The 
firm in question had been first retained b\ 
the board on Feb. 22, 1962, to plan and 
design the Conant High School which \\e 
occupied in Fall, 1964. The board member 
in question left the board on Aug. 8, 1963. 
almost a year and a half later. We have 
continued using the firm primarily be- 
cause they are experts in the field of plan- 
n i n g 
and designing educational in- 


stitutions. 


The candidate raising these charges has 


also claimed that the student morale is 
low, 
whereas, the true fact is that the 


North Central Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, who examined our 
high school district two weeks ago to 
again accredit our district, reports that 
Dist 211 has one of the highest student 
morales of the many high schools they 
have investigated in the midwest United 
States. 


Good reporting of an election would 


seem to dictate not only an investigation 
of the charges made and answers given, 
but also to discover something about the 
candidates themselves. 


If Mr. Murnane had checked into the 


c a n d i d a t e making these unfounded 
charges, he would have discovered that he 
is an unmarried former teacher in Dist. 
211, who "jumped" his third employment 
contract with Dist. 211 and presently re- 
sides in an apartment in this district, but 
works as a teacher in another high school 
district. He, therefore, does not pay real 
estate taxes, from which Dist. 211 receives 
most of its financial supaort. 


Maybe this would have prompted Mr. 


Murnane to ask the obvious question; 
namely, is it not a conlict of interest for 
a high school teacher to also be a member 
of a high school board, and especially in 
the district where he once taught? 


Mr. Murnane would also have dis- 


covered that this same candidate, who 
claims to be concerned about the school's 
finances, has a lawsuit pending against 
Dist. 211 for a large sum of money, claim- 
ing defamation of character, which he has 
stated publicly, he would NOT drop, even 
if elected, 


By investigating the alleged charges 


made, Mr. Murnane would or should have 
investigated High School Dist. 211 itself 
and if he had done this he would have 
found that we have excellent high schools 
with highly capable administrators and 
teachers who enjoy working in our district 
with our children, even though the salary 
scale is not the highest in the country He 
wpuld have found a school district which, 
over the years, has had the foresight to 
anticipate the tremendous and rapid de- 
velopment of our area and has purchased 
and now owns a total of eight school sites, 
even though only three are presently 
being used, at a time when the prices 
were low compared to today's pnces He 
would have found a progressive high 
school with a wide and diverse curriculum 
while at the same time constantly imple- 
menting new teaching ideas and methods, 
such as closed circuit television. He would 
have found that the district has planned 
ahead and has never been forced into 
double sessions or the use of mobile clash- 
rooms And he would have found our hifen 
school to be preparing our children for 
their lives after high school, whether it is 
immediate employment or higher educa- 
tion. In short, he would have found Dist. 
211 to be maintaining excellence in educa- 
tion primarily on the tax dollars provided 
by the residents of the district, even in 
this era of rapidly rising costs. 


Turning to myself, William Fremd and 


Mrs Carolyn Mullins, Mr. Murnane would 
have found each of us to be homeowners 
in Dibt. 211 with children, who have at- 
tended, are attending, or will attend Dist. 
211 high schools. He would have found, if 
he had investigated us. three candidates 
dedicated to the above stated positive pro- 
grams of excellence in education as it has 
been taught and administered in Dist. 211 
and as it can still further be improved and 
broadened.

Having served aboard Essex for over 


three years in her capacity as an anti- 
submarine warfare carrier (CVS) I have 
come to think of Essex not as a ship 
alone, but as a city. When her air group 
was aboard, Essex had a "population" of 
over 2,000. 


As any city, Essex had its own police 


force and "volunteer"' fire department. 
There were stores that sold just about 
anything from clothes to stereos —and 
every imaginable kind of "little trinket" 
for the girl back home. Barber shops, 
laundry, soda fountain, library, churches, 
gymnasium — all contained within her 
899-foot length. 


A ship is not just cold steel — it is the 


men who serve aboard her. Their blood 
and sweat are as much a part of her 
frame as the rivets and paint that form it. 


Essex —the city, the ship — was first 


brought to life at the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock Company when her 
keel was laid on April 28, 1941. Fifteen 
months later on July 31, 1942, Essex, the 
first of her class of great warships, slid 
"down the ways." 


On Dec. 31, 1942 at the Norfolk Navy 


Yard Capt. D. B. Duncan took command 
of CV-9 at her commissioning ceremonies. 
At this time his message to his crew was; 


"It is my intention and expectation that 


between us we shall make the name Es- 
sex carry fear and destruction to our 
enemies...." 


The World War II record of Essex is 


legend —and history. 


Essex started her offensive action in the 


Pacific with the raid on Marcus Island 
and continued through the Marshalls, 
Kwajalein, Grand Truk, Saipan, Wake, the 
Marianas and finally the Japanese home 
islands. 


During the war the ship's guns brought 


down 33 attacking aircraft, her air group 
destroyed 1,531 enemy aircraft, sank 25 
Japanese ships and damaged 86 others. 


Essex air groups were credited with 10 


per cent of all enemy planes downed by 
naval aircraft in the Pacific. They sank 9 
per cent of all major Japanese ships lost. 


At the close of World War II Essex had 


earned her reputation as "fightin'est" of 
all the Navy's "fighting ladies." 


In recognition of her service, Essex re- 


ceived 12 battle stars, the Purple Heart 
and a presidential citation. 


On Jan. 9, 1947, Essex was retired from 


the fleet and decommissioned to mothball 
status. 


At the outset of the Korean conflict, Es- 


sex was once again called upon by her 
country to act in its defense. 


In 1950 in the Puget Sound Naval Ship- 


yard —after three years in mothballs 
—Essex was put through a major over- 
haul. She was equipped with new arrest- 
ing gear, capable of handling the most 
powerful jet fighters of the day. Arma- 
ment was added and the flight deck resur- 
faced. 


On Jan. 15, 1951, Essex again sailed 


proudly from a shipyard. 


After a few months in San Diego she 


departed for Korean waters on June 26, 
1951. 


During her 10 months in the combat 


zone, Essex pilots from attached air group 
five accounted for the destruction of 1,800 
Communist troops, 640 sections of rail, 80 
highway bridges, 870 buildings and 1,218 
rail cars. 


Essex returned to the states in March, 


1952, but by June was back once again in 
the Korean combat zone to continue her 
brutal pounding of the enemy. 


On 
Feb. 
6, 
1953, 
"the fightin'est 


ship in the fleet" returned home from her 
final combat operation. 


Korea earned Essex four more battle 


stars, the Navy Unit Commendation, the 
Korean Presidential Unit Citation and the 
Korean and United Nations Service Med- 
als. 


After Korea, the carrier was further 


modernized with angled deck for simulta- 
neous launch recovery capabilities, a new 
hurricane bow and a second deck edge 
elevator. 


In early 1960 Essex was redesignated a 


CVS or antisubmarine warfare (ASW) car- 
rier. 


Her new mission was to aid in the de- 


fense against the ever growing threat of 
underwater warfare. With her new mis- 
sion, Essex received a new home port 
—Quonset Point, R.I. 


From Quonset, Essex ventured to every 


part of the Atlantic, Caribbean and Medi- 
terranean 
waters 
in 
the fulfillment 


of her new mission. 


In her last gleaming role as a ship in 


the nation's eyes, Essex served as the 
prime recovery vessel for the Apollo 7 
space shot, America's first manned Apollo 
venture. 


As with every other task she faced, Es- 


sex once again proved to be the right ship 
for the job as a flawless recovery oper.- 
ation was performed in weather conditions 
far from desirable. It was a credit to her 
officers and men —and the old Essex spir- 
it. 


The strong bond between Essex and the 


state of Rhode Island became evident last 
month when Essex prepared to steam out 
of Quonset Point for the last time. 


On hand at the farewell ceremonies 


were the remaining officers and men of 
her crew — left behind to finish what had 
to be done. Many past members of her 
ship's company also silently came aboard 
to pay their final respects. 


Gov. Frank Licht of Rhode Island ac- 


knowledged the ties of Essex and his state 
during a brief speech and the Davisville 
Seabee Band played "Auld Lang Syne" 
before the final lines were cast off and the 
ship left the carrier pier behind. 


Capt. Horace N. Moore Jr., the last in a 


long line of valiant naval officers to 
proudly command 
the 
great 
lady, 


steered her through the waters of Narra- 
ganset Bay into the open seas on her final 
journey into history. 


'Economy of Force' — A Key VC Tactic 


by JAC KWALSH 


SAIGON (UPD-North Vietnamese and 


Viet Cong combat forces in South Vietnam 
have for the past six weeks lost troops 
faster .ban they can be replaced. 


The attrition rate apparently has been 


serious enough to deprive the Communists 
of certain military objectives, but has not 
been so drastic to prevent a continuation 
of thier offensive if they choose. 


According to U.S. intelligence officers, 


there were about 240,000 North Vietnam- 
ese and Viet Cong troops in South Viet- 
nam or border sanctuaries when the offen- 
sive began on Feb. 23. 


A l l i e d military command reports 


through the end of this week are expected 
to show that about 30,000 Communist 
troops have been killed, captured or de- 
fefected since then. Perhaps twice that 
number have been wounded, but there is 
no knowing how many returned to duty. 


Offsetting these losses, it is believed the 


C o m m u n i s t s stepped up infiltration 
by bringing 15,000 to 20,000 men down 
from North Vietnam during the six-week 
period. 


"Based on kill figures alone, it would be 


safe to say they (the Communists) have 
had a net loss of 10,000 to 15,000 men," a 
high-ranking officer in the U.S. Command 
said. "Personally, I think it's probably 
twice that number." 


Nevertheless, by using what military 


strategists call "economy of force" tac- 
tics, the Communists have waged the cur- 
rent offensive for a longer period than any 
other and losses are about 40 per cent be- 
low those in the 1968 Tet campaign. 


The majority of attacks during the past 


six weeks have been by indirect fire of 
rockets or mortar into military bases or 
towns 
These 
attacks 
are launched 


by small groups, keeping battlefield losses 
to a minimum. 


Peter Graves: A Realist

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Ask the star of

"Mission: Impossible" is his fourth 


series. He previously starred in "Fury," 


"Whiplash" and "Court Martial," none of 
which measured up to his current show. 


Naturally, Graves would rather be star- 


ring in explosively important motion pic- 
tures, as would co-stars Barbara Bain and 
Martin Landau. 


"But great movie scripts don't come 


along every day," Graves said. 


"If you are dedicated to fine things and 


want to sit on the fence waiting for them, 
you could wait the rest of your life. The 
alternative is to keep working and seek- 
ing. 


"All actors like to work. If you can't 


play 'Hamlet,' then you do the 'Beverly 
Hillbillies' if that's all you're offered.

When the Communists have attempted 


ground attacks, only rarely have they 
committed more than a battalion of some 
400 men to their objective. It has been the 
ground assaults hat have resulted in the 
heavy iest Communist losse. 


Most such attacks were in the 11-prov- 


ince III Corps region around Saigon. And 
U.S. intelligence officers feel that the high 
number of Communist casualties may 
have deprived the Reds of other military 
objectives.

had numerous indications the Communists 
planned to attack the outskirts of Saigon 
last weekend. But the plans apparently 
were called off, sources said. 


At the same time allied forces picked up 


indications that troops of the 1st and 7th 
North Vietnamese army divisions have 
moved to the upper reaches of War Zone 
C, about 45 miles northwest 
of 
Sai- 


gon 
near Cambodia—presumably to ob- 


tain new supplies and troop replace- 
ments. 


However, the Communists still have pre- 


served the bulk of their estimated 65,000- 
man combat force in the III Corps region. 
The 9th Viet Cong Division is believed 
near full strength, having remained \i 
lairs around the "parrot's beak" portion 


of Cambodia since the start of the offen- 
sive. The majority of main and local force 
combat battalions in the region have 
avoided heavy contact as well. 


The Mekong Delta at Vietnam's south- 


ern tip still has the heaviest Communist 
troop concentrations, mostly Viet Cong. 
There were an estimated 80,000 Commu- 
nist soldiers in the region prior to the of- 
fensive. About 9,000 Reds have been re- 
ported slain in the area since Jan. 1, but 
there were no accurate reports of how 
many were replaced by infiltration. 


U.S. 
Marine intelligence officers told 


UPI correspondent David Lamb that the 
Communists are not utilizing their capabi- 
lities and apparently are assessing the 
military and political situation. If they do 
attack, sources said it probably will be 
against a U.S. landing zone or fire support 
base rather than one of the area's major 
cities like Da Nang or Hue.

Scratches Go Kaput 
With a Little 
Effort 


With furniture scratches, some "author- 


ities" will tell you to rub walnut meat on 
the scratch. According to Family Circle 
magazine there's a better way. 


Get a tiny bottle of stain that matches 


the finish. Brush it on the scratrh, let it 
penetrate a while, then wipe off. That 
takes care of the color. Next, with a No. 1 
artist's brush from the dime store, care- 
fully apply varnish to the scratch up to 
the level of the surrounding finish. For a 
perfect job, apply several more coats of 
varnish (letting each coat dry in between) 
until it is higher than the surrounding fin- 
ish. 


When the varnish is completely dry, use 


a very fine sandpaper (6/0 or 8/0) to 
smooth it level. Use a screw-on bottle cap 
as a sanding block and before sanding 
sprinkle a few drops of cooking oil on the 
varnish 
as a lubricant. Repeat 
the 


oil/sanding procedure until you're satis- 
fied with the smoothness, and finish with 
fine steel wool.

It looks as if city taxes in Rolling Mead- 


ows will go down next year after a thor- 
ough review of the 1969-70 budget was tak- 
en by City Council Tuesday evening. 


Although spending will be about $100,000 


higher, indications are that the tax rate 
could decrease from this year's figure to 
$.267 to $.194 per $100 assessed valuation 
according to Mayor Richard Meyer. 


It won't be definite until the tentative 


$1,266,767 budget is officially adopted by 
the council at its next meeting. 


The tax rate decrease is primarily due 


to escalating revenue from sales tax and 
building permits, and rising assessed valu- 
ation of the city. 


Last year, the city's total levy came to 


about $140,000. Meyer is confident the levy 
can be reduced by $50,000 to $70,000 for 
the 1369-70 fiscal year. 


THE REST OF the money to be spent 


next year will be provided by fees and 
sales tax. A projected $53 million assessed 
valuation also adds to the anticipation in- 
crease in city revenue. 


"Our tax base is beginning to spread out 


very nicely," Meyer said. 


"If we continue at this same rate of 


growth, which doesn't necessarily depend 
on more annexations, but just developing 
the property already in the city we might 
reach the point where there will be no tax 
rate in the city at all within the next 
couple of years," he added. 


While revenue for next year is expected 


to increase one of last year's large ex- 
penses, remodeling of the city hall, is 
omitted for the 1969-70 fiscal year. 


Eliminating this item has paved the way 


for increasing expenditures in other funds. 


ONE OF THE major groups to benefit is 


the civil defense unit which will receive a 
tentative $31,140 next year compared to 
$1,085 last year. 


Included in the civil defense budget is 


$17,900 for a storm warning system that 
involves four large sirens all hooked into 
the same controls, according to Police 
Chief Cy Campbell. 


The police department's budget for next 


year has risen to more thai $319,000, an 
increase of almost $90,000. A new plan of 
microfilming police records and adding 
more officers to the force account for a 
large part of the increase. 


NEXT YEAR'S budget also reflects 


salary increases which average about a 11 
per cent raise for city employes. 


Previously, a committee reviewed pay 


raises based on salary adjustment and 
merit, and recommended approval of 
most of them. Tuesday evening, the coun- 
cil voted also to give employes a 4 per 
cent cost of living increase which brought 
most of the raises above 10 per cent of 
last year's salaries. 


The addition of another full-time in- 


spector to the building department was re- 
quested by City Mgr. Gary Machunze but 
the council omitted a salary for the pro- 
posed new employe as the budget was re- 
viewed. 


* 'There would not be quite as much 


work in the building department if some 
of these builders were issued cease and 
desist orders when violations are found," 
Meyer said. 


"I THINK ONE notice of violation is 


sufficient. If it's not corrected, construc- 
tion shouldn't continue/' he added. 


Machunze argued that as long as con- 


struction building permits are above the 
$17 million mark, the job is too much for 
one man to handle. 


But Alderman Rudolf Balek, chairman 


of the building and zoning committee, said 
his group had reviewed the matter and 
decided it was not necessary at this time 
to have two full-time men in the depart- 
ment. 


Included in next year's budget is a pro- 


vision for hiring a youth officer at a sala- 
ry of $14,000. Chief Campbell explained 
it's possible to contract with the Metro- 
politan YMCA for juvenile services. 


HOWEVER, since the idea was pre- 


sented only recently, the council decided 
not to make a final decision, but to leave 
the proposed salary in the 1969-70 budget.

Ask Tax Hike, School 


Two tax-raise questions will face voters 


Saturday as part of a three-pronged refer- 
endum called by High School Dist. 214. 


The school district operates six high 


schools and will seek authority Saturday 
to build a seventh school in Rolling Mead- 
ows. It will ask voters to approve an in- 
crease in the tax rate ceilings on both the 
educational and build/ig bond funds. 


There will be two separate questions. 


One asks permission to raise the educa- 
tional tax rate ceiling 21 cents above the 
present $1,38 level. The other question 
asks permission to raise the building 
maintenance tax ceiling, now at 25 cents 
by 12Ms cents. 


THE TAX HIKES were strongly en- 


dorsed earlier this year by a Dist. 214 lay 
citizens committee that spent many hours 
reviewing the high school district's finan- 
cial picture. 


School officials, in more than a hundred 


appearances throughout the two-township 


area in the last couple months, are stress- 
ing that in five years since voters last 
okayed a tax raise: 


—Enrollment has climbed from 8,276 to 


an expected 14,750 next September. 


—The cost of educating each student has 


climbed from $737 to $1,198. 


—The number of teachers working for 


the high school district has increased from 
451 to 796. 


—Assessed valuation, the amount o.f tax- 


able wealth 
behind each pupil, 
has 


dropped from $55,780 to $48,136 per stu- 
dent. 


—Building maintenance fund expenses 


have increased from $1,178,000 to $2,240,- 
000 and three new high schools — Wheel- 
ing, Elk Grove and Hersey — have been 
opened. 


tax increases, should the voters approve 
them Saturday. 


They say that how soon the high school 


district will need the additional monies will 
depend on the inflationary spiral, how 
much additional state aid comes through 
and how high the high school district must 
raise teachers* salaries in order to stay 
competitive in the suburban hiring mar- 
ket.

Alva, Fla., by an Arlington Heights man 
and two companions is at least several 
million years old. Nick Lattof, owner of

that he plans to donate the mastodon tooth 
to the geology departmen of the Univer- 
sity of Florida. 


He and Gus Bongfeldt, retired minister 


from Chystal Lake and now manager of 
the groves, and James Witt, caretaker, 
were supervising the deepening of drain- 
age canals to the Caloosahatchee River 
when they discovered the fossil.

a mastodon tooth between 7 and 20 million 
years old, dating between the Miocene and 
Pliocene periods.

All agreed that the primary goal in ele- 


mentary education is to provide a founda- 
tion for the student's future education. 


Casper added that one important goal in 


elementary education should orient the 
student in education so that he will not 
have an aversion to learning, but face 
higher education willingly. 


"If our elementary schools can instill 


this in our youngsters," he said, "perhaps 
we will not be faced with as many high 
school and college drop-outs." 


Shutt was asked what efforts he has 


made since declaring his candidacy to in- 
form himself on Dist. 57 programs and 
policies. He leveled a sharp criticism 
against the press: "I've tried to keep in- 
formed by reading the daily newspapers, 
which really haven't been much of a 
help." 


On the question regarding a sex efuca-

Park Victory Quiet

The Mount Prospect park district scored 


a victory in Circuit Court Tuesday. 


The decision was awarded on a legal 


technicality, and as Judge Harry G. 
Comerford left the bench, few people in 
the court room really knew what had hap- 
pened. 


People in the gallery stared blankly at 


the empty bench and questioningly at the 
attorneys amid dead silence. There were 
no victory shouts from the park board 
commissioners and no cries of anguish or 
disappointment from the petitioners. 


THE PEOPLE in the gallery barely 


heard Judge Comerford's decision, which 
he delivered in a soft-spoken, fatherly 
manner from the seat of justice. 


The case was dismissed. It was an anti- 


climatic end to more than a four-hour 
court room vigil. 


Both parties in the suit expected action, 


emotion, hard-hitting cross-examinations 
and verbal innuendoes. They expected a 
decision on the case. It was a legal dis- 
appointment. 


It was a victory for the park district, 


but it was a win by default. No decision 


was rendered on the merits of the case. 
The complaints ageinst the park referen- 
dum election still hung in the air, unan- 
swered. 


A victory, even by default, is still a vic- 


tory. The park board was satisfied with 
the decision, but the satisfaction could 
have been sweeter. Board members want- 
ed Comerford to award victory on the 
merits of the case, settle the argument 
and clean the slate for good. 


PARK COMMISSIONERS were con- 


fident that they had a strong defense 
against the petitioners and that they de-

Ask Tax Hike., School 


Two tax-raise questions will face voters 


Saturday as part of a three-pronged refer- 
endum called by High School Dist. 214. 


The school district operates six high 


schools and will seek authority Saturday 
to build a seventh school in Rolling Mead- 
ows. It will ask voters to approve an in- 
crease in the tax rate ceilings on both the 
educational and building bond funds. 


There will be two separate questions. 


One asks permission to raise the educa- 
tional tax rate ceiling 21 cents above the 
present $1,38 level. The other question 
asks permission to raise the building 
maintenance tax ceiling, now at 25 cents 
by 12^ cents. 


THE TAX HIKES were strongly en- 


dorsed earlier this year by a Dist. 214 lay 
citizens committee that spent many hours 
reviewing the high school district's finan- 
cial picture. 


School officials, in more than a hundred 


appearances throughout the two-township 
area in the last couple months, are stress- 
ing that in five years since voters last 
okayed a tax raise: 


—Enrollment has climbed from 8,276 to 


an expected 14,750 next September. 


—The cost of educating each student has 


climbed from $737 to $1,198. 


—The number of teachers working for 


Kasmar Joins Race 
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A surprise candidate has entered the 


Mount Prospect elections and announced 
his availability for a write-in election to 
the post of village trustee. 


Kenneth Kasmar, 1716 Lonnquist, an- 


nounced his candidacy this week "to give 
the voters a choice in the election." Kas- 
mar was critical of the slate headed by 
Mayor Daniel Congreve. 


"I feel the manager statute in the vil- 


lage has not been implemented, I don't 
think there has been enough consideration 
of the issues by the trustee candidates." 


Kasmar has been working for Trustee

Kasmar said he was approached by a 


group last fall and was asked to run for 
office. Nothing came of it, however, and it 
was not until early this week that he 
reached his decision to run for trustee. 


Kasmar, 26, is an assistant planning en- 


gineer for the Teletype Corp. in Skokie.

SUPT. EDWARD H. Gilbert and his

depend on the inflationary spiral, how 
much additional state aid comes through 
and how high the high school district must 
raise teachers' salaries in order to stay 
competitive in the suburban hiring mar- 
ket.

Giant 
Grinder 


A massive tooth recently unearthed in 


Alva, Fla., by an Arlington Heights man 
and two companions is at least several 
million years old. Nick l^attof, owner of 
Lattof Motor Sales, Arlington Heights, 
who also owns Lattof Groves in Alva, said j 
that he plans to donate the mastodon tooth j 
to the geology departmen of the Univer-j 
sity of Florida. 


He and Gus Bongfeldt, retired minister 


from Chystal Lake and now manager of 
the groves, and James Witt, caretaker, 
were supervising the deepening of drain- 
age canals to the Caloosahatcnee River 
when they discovered the fossil. 


WEIGHING ABOUT two pounds and 


measuring 11 inches from the root tip to 
the 6-inch wide crown, the tooth was iden- 
tified by E. A. Kulakowski, geology pro- 
fessor at nearby Edison Junior College, as 
a mastodon tooth between 7 and 20 million 
years old, dating between the Miocene and 
Pliocene periods. His findings were con- 
firmed by Field Museum experts. 


The finding sparked subsequent surface 


diggings by students from Edison Junior 
College and the University of Florida. Ar- 
madillo plates and bone fragments from 
the Pliocene period were also found at the 
site.

Park District and School Dist. 214 for a 
joint-use agreement of Olympic Park Pool 
are still bogged down in technicalities. 


Park Atty. Charles Bobinette told park 


board members Tuesday night that the 
high school district has a question o» the 
type of liability insurance to be carried on 
the pool. 


Both boards have informally agreed to 


share the construction and operational 
costs of the indoor pool, which is to be 
built adjacent to Arlington High School. 
The joint-use agreement will formalize the 
policies for sharing costs. It must be ap- 
proved by both the school board and the 
park district before the title to the land 


can be transferred to the park. 


"THERE IS NO real problem," Bobi- 


nette said. "However, some place we have 
got to get down on the mat and get this 
thing done." 


Park Director Thomas Thornton said he 


had contacted the high school and was 
told the school has some more suggested 
revisions. 


"This is the third time I've revised this 


thing incorporating their suggestions," 
Bobinette said. He is not opposed to revis- 
ing it again but he just wants to get it 
done, he said. "We're running out of time. 
We need a clear title to the land and that 
takes time," the lawyer said. 


Bobinette said he had sent the agree-

Ask Tax Hike, School 


Two tax-raise questions will face voters 


Saturday as part of a three-pronged refer- 
endum called by High School Dist. 214. 


The school district operates six high 


schools and will seek authority Saturday 
to build a seventh school in Rolling Mead- 
ows. It will ask voters to approve an in- 
crease in the tax rate ceilings on both the 
educational and building bond funds. 


There will be two separate questions. 


One asks permission to raise the educa- 
tional tax rate ceiling 21 cems above the 
present $1,38 level. The other question 
asks permission to raise the building 
maintenance tax ceiling, now at 25 cents 
by 12V4 cents. 


THE TAX HIKES were strongly en- 


dorsed earlier this year by a Dist. 214 lay 
citizens committee that spent many hours 
reviewing the high school district's finan- 
cial picture. 


School officials, in more than a hundred 


appearances throughout the two-township 


area in the last couple months, are stress- 
ing that in five years since voters last 
okayed a tax raise: 


—Enrollment has climbed from 8,276 to 


an expected 14,750 next September. 


—The cost of educating each student has 


climbed from $737 to $1,198. 


—The number of teachers working for 


the high school district has increased from 
451 to 796. 


—Assessed valuation, the amount of tax- 


able 
wealth behind each pupil, has 


dropped from $55,780 to $48,136 per stu- 
dent. 


—Building maintenance fund expenses 


have increased from $1,178,000 to $2,240,- 
000 and three new high schools — Wheel- 
ing, Elk Grove and Hersey — have been 
opened. 


SUPT. EDWARD H. Gilbert and his 


chief referendum salesman, Jack Martin, 
are making no promises as to how long 
the district will wait before levying the 


tax increases, should the voters approve 
them Saturday. 


They say that how soon the high school 


district will need the additional monies will 
depend on the inflationary spiral, how 
much additional state aid comes through 
and how high the high school district must 
raise teachers' salaries in order to stay 
competitive in the suburban hiring mar- 
ket. 


They both point out, however, that it 


took the school board five years to tap the 
full 21-cent tax raise voted by Dist. 214 in 
1964-65. 


The Citizens Committee subgroup study- 


ing the district finances urged the school 
board to seek the additional taxing author- 
ity afier reviewing business office projec- 
tions which show that by 1970-71 the dis- 
trict will be operating "in the red" if addi- 
tional income is not available.

The alarms are heat and smoke detec- 


tion devices which automatically alert the 
fire department when the level of heat or 
smoke rises above a certain point. They 
protect the building when it is not occu- 
pied. 


Mrs. Gibbons said she had talked with 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief Harvey Caro- 
thers who said he had sent a letter to the 
board and to the architect recommending 
the fire alarms be put back in to the 
plans. 


"I THINK IT'S A necessity. It seems a 


small amount of money for the good it 
would do," Mrs. Gibbons said. 


Board Pres. Charles Cronin said he had 


talked with the park district's insurance 
representative about the deletion of the 
alarms. The representative said the insur- 
ance company doesn't think the alarms 
are a good idea unless the district went all 
the way and also installed sprinkler sys- 
tems. 


Cronin also said the insurance rates 


would not be reduced by putting in the 
alarms. This is an indication of how effec- 
tive the insurance company thinks they 
are. Cronin said. 


Park Director Thomas Thornton said, 


"This has nothing to do with saving lives, 
it is merely protection of the building 
when it is not occupied " 


THORNTON SAID HE was not aware of 


any public buildings in Arlington Heights 
which had this type of warning system. 


Cronin said he had considered using the 


alarm system for his place of business 
and ruled them out because "it doesn't do 
the job it should do." 


Thornton said contracts for construction 


of the four pool parks had been awarded 
with fire alarms deleted. However, the 
alarms could be added by making a 


change order in the contract, he said. 


"We will investigate it again," Cronin 


said. Edward 
Condon, board member, 


said he would check into the matter and 
report to the board. Cronin said he would 
contact Carothers to ask him about his 
objections to the alarms deletion.
